The  park  was  formally  opened  for  the  Fifty-first 
sumer  season  June  20th*     formal  ceremonies  of  opening  took 
plaoo  at  tho  ontranco  ar~h  at  Gardiner,   the  northern  gateway* 

he  speaker  of  the  day  was  Dr.  John  Wesley  Hill,  Chancellor 
of  tho  Lincoln  Memorial  University  of  Cmberland  Gap,  ?enn< 
'Or.      Ill  oaras  to  Iks  park  as  the  personal  representative  of 
the  President  and  the  Secretary  of  tho   Interior.     Be  deliver 
an  eloquent  address  on  some  of  the  important  questions  of  the 
day  but  dwolt  particularly  on  the  necessity  for  completely 
conserving  ths  national  Parks.     In  ray  opinion  in  all  history 
no  finer  or  more  powerful  oxpreasion  on  behalf  of  oooplete 

•oser**  tion  of  tho  parka  has  been  uttered.     I  inolose  for 
filing  with  this  report  a  a     y  of  the  Livii^fston  Enterprise, 
Yellowstone  Park  Tourist  Nation,   of  Juno  21st,  giving  the 
full  text  of  Dr.   Hill's  address.

Aside  from  the  visit  of  theso  dletlnguiahed  par 
the  month  of  June  was  oonspiououa  in  parte  history  lnttat 
all  nreviou*  reoords  for  early  travel  were  tootom.

Lefce  Junotion  and  the  ".eat  boundary,  27  miles;     the  South 
road  between  tfeat  Thumb  and  the  3outh  boundary,  23  miieaj 
and  the  West  Gallatin  Road.     The  West  Gallati     Road  wee 
opened  about  June  10th  and  aboxtt  the  same  time  tho  road  be- 
tween     st  Thumb  and  LaJce  was  opened.     On  June  14th  the 
first  oars  were  permitted  to  so  through  Sylvan  Pass  on  the 
Cody  rood.     On  the  12th  the  first  oars  passed  a™  th«  °otl- 
tln'W  Divide  between  Oil  Faithful  and  v/eat  Thumb.

There  vu  a  loss  of  30G  in  rail  travel  for  the 
month  due  to  the  1      ;e  "hrine  p&rtios  early  la  th»  season 
of  1922.     On  June  23rd  there  was  a  loss  of  1210  In  rail 
travel  over  tho  previous  year  but  this  has  been  out  down 
over  900  during  the  past  few  days. 

Private  auto  travel  has  been  far  in  exoesa  of 
say  previous  year.     During  tho  past  year  ou r  pre-soaaon 
travel  showed  a  loss  of  270.     Add  this  to  thj  506  loss  In 
rail  and  we  had  a  total  hand  leap  of  584  visitors  to  over- 
come before  we  oould  exceed  last  year's  record.     In  spite 
of  this  our  totals  are  2f833  for  tho  month  and  2t56fi  for 
the  season  in  exoess  of  last  year.     ?his  is  all  due  to 
private  auto  travel  whloh  shows  an  increase  of  954  cars 
and  3f139  people  over  June  1922. 

Approach  roads  to    the  park  were  almost   i^ass- 
fible  at  tines  due  to  the  almost  constant  hoavy  raiaa 
throughout  the  entire  Sorthwest.     Visitors  reaching  the 
parte  entrances  net  with  the  >-<oet  discouraging  circumstances 
and  the  fact   that  our  June  records  were  brofcen  clearly 
shws  tho  ever-I  creasing  popularity  of  the  Yellowstone.

2here 
were  two  regular  parties  from  each  plaoe  making  a  total  of 
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four  parties  a  doy  over  eaoh  formation.     Rangers  at  Old 
Faithful  guided  877  visitors  from  the  hotels  and  1,568 
from  the  camps,  making  a  total  of  2,455.     Figures  for 
Hannoth  were  353  from  the  hotel  and  564  from  the  osnps, 
making  a  total  of  907.     The  grand  total  for  the  two  places 
is  2,362  as  compared  with  4,451  for  last  year. 

Guide  parties  during  June  were  handicapped  be- 
cause of  wet  weather.     It  rained  nearly  every  day  during 
the  tine  these  parti 66  were  scheduled  and  many  people 
did  not  care  to  take  the  walks  under  those  conditions.

Saaia:  On  June  27,  1923,  Transportation 
Company  Bus  #19,  bound  from  Old  Faithful  to  Yellowstone 
Lake,  was  struck  by  a  falli   tree  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  beyond  Old  Faithful  Camp.  The  tree  was  a  dead  lodgo- 
pole  pine  about  twelve  inches  in  diameter  and  stood  about 
thirty  feet  to  the  right  of  the  road.  It  struck  the  car  on 
the  back  of  the  third  seat  from  the  rear  and  broke  into 
three  pieces.  The  people  most  seriously  injured  were  in 
the  second  seat  from  the  rear,  and  one  man  in  the  rear  seat 
was  injured  slightly.

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Park  headquarters  is  maintained  a.t  LTannaoth  Hot  Springs,   in  old 
Fort  Yellowstone,    abandoned  by   the  Army  in  1916-  This   headquarters  is 

in  regular  contact  with   the   four  park  gateways,   and  with  twenty-two 
ranger   stations   scattered  throughout  the  Park.       bevcnty-Wo  permanent 
and  temporary  rangers  arc  now  on  duty* 

The  Chiof  Engineer  directs   the  maintenance   of   298.5  miles   of 
highway  within  the  park  and  58  miles  outside.        During    the   summer   107 
miles  of  road  are  regularly   sprinkled. 

There   are   800  miles  of  maintained  trails   and  261  miles  of 
telephone   lines   in  the  P^rk. 

The  total  numbef  of  employees  in  the  Park,    including   the  nation- 
al Park  Service  and   the  various  public  utilities  companies  is  about  1800. 

The   chief  public  utilities  companies  within  the  park  are   the 
Ycllo /stone  Park  Transportation  Company,   which  has  250  passenger   auto- 
mobiles   in  its  tourist  service;    the  Yellowstone  Park  Hotel  Company,  with 
hotels  atl/irmmoth  Hot  Springs,  Old  Faithful,  Yellowstone  Lake  and  the 
Grand  Canyon;    the  Yellowstone  Park  Camps  Company,     iuth  tourist  camps  at 
mammoth  Hot  Springs,   Old  Faithful,  Lake  Yellowstone,    the   Grand  Canyon 
and  at  Cora  Roosevelt  necr  Tower  Falls.       An  official  photographer,    J.  Ju. 
Haynes,   has   twelve  photographic    shops  within  the  park.        There  are  gen- 
eral merchandise   stores  at   the   important  points  of   interest. 

Over  50,000  people   eaca  summer   use    the   free   automobile  camping 
grounds,  which  are  located  rear   each  point  of  interest,   and  provided  with 
wood,   water,    sanitary  facilities,    etc. 


ILShLIOTH  HOT   SPRINGS 

Headquarters   for    the  park  is  maintained  here,    and  it   is  the 
residence  of  a  considerable  colony  during   the  entire  year.        The  big 
green  space  was  a  cavalry  parade  ground  in  the  period  ./hen  the  Paric  was 
administered  by   the  United  States  Amy. 

Famous  peaks  visible   from  Mammoth  are  Electric  Peak,    11,155 
feet,    highest   in  the  Park;    Sepulchre  tfounfcain,    9500  feet;  I£ ount  Everts, 
7900  feet,    and  Eunsen  Peak,    8600   feet. 

The  Mammoth  Hot  Springs   terraces  are   the  points  of  chief   inter- 
est.      Host  important  of   these  are  the   Jupiter,  Minerva,   Cleopatra  and 
Hymen  terraces.       k  point  of  particular   interest   is   the  Liberty  Cap,   an 
extinct  hot-spring  cone,    standing  forty  feet  above  the    surrounding  forma- 
tion.      This   spot   is  much-favored  by  photographers. 

Buffalo  and  elk  corrals  are  nearby.

There  are   five  active  geyser  basins   in   the  Yellowstone  National 
Park  -  the  Norris,    the  Lower r    the  Upper,    the  Heart  Lake  and   the   Shoshone 
basins.        In  the  Upper  Basin  aie   found  more   geysers  and  larger  geysers 
than  at  any  other  basin  in  the  world.        Outside    the  Yellowstone,    large 
yry™™**  geyser  basins  are   found  only  in  Iceland  and  Hew  Zealand.

A  new  geyser  appeared   the   last    /inter,    above   the  read  from  the 
Black  Growler.       Ihis  geyser   for   a  time   erupted  t.vice  daily  to   an  alti- 
tude  of  about   seventy -five  feet.       Infomal  and  unofficial   suggestions 
have  been  nade   that   this  geyser  be  celled  the  Hardin;;  Geyser,   in  honor 
.of  the  President's  visit. 

In  the  Lower  Easin  the  chief  features  are   the   Sreat  Fountain 
Geyser,   the  Excelsior  Geyser,   ana  Prisnatic  l:ke. 

Great  Fountain  Seyser  erupts   to    a  height  of  from  75   to  150  feet 
for  a  period  of  45  to  sixty  minutes  at  intervals  of  eight  to  tv/elve  hours, 

£:ccelsior  Geyser   has  not   erupted  since   1808,   but  its  great 
steaming  crater,   known  as  Hell's  Half  -.ere,    still   is  a  point  of  extra- 
ordinary  interest.

C.  xxeaner,   who  also  designed  Canyon  Hotel  and    the   Gateway  -*rch,   is  re- 
garded as  one   of    the  most   interestir  ;    sunner   hotels   of  America.

The   canyon  is   aooua   twenty  niles  in  length,   but  only  the   first 
three  niles  below  the  Lower  -alls  contain  the  wonderful  yellow,  red  and 
brown  coloring    .'hich  give*   the  canyon  its  extraordinary  beauty. 

She  coloring  is  dae  to   the  fact  that  in  tines  gone  by  the   funes 
rising  fTon  hot  springs  deep  in  the  ground  have  noved  through  the  rhyolite 
reck  until   the  rock  has  been  decomposed  and  changed. 

Mild  aninals  nay  appear  anywhere  in  the  park  at  any  tine  and  the 
photographer    should  be  continually  on  look-out.        The   antaals  nost  likely   to 
be   seen  by   the  Presidential  party  are  bear,    elk,   deer,   antelope   and  buffalo. 

Bear   frequent  the  dunps  in  the  vicinity  of  the  hotels,   and  occa- 
sionally are  encountered  on  the  open  roads,       One   fanous  bear   that  neets 
automobiles  on  the  highways   is  known  as  Jesse  Janes,   and  has  already  been 
performing  this  year. 

There   are  great  nunbors  of  elk  in  the  park,   and   they  are   likely  to 
appear    in  any   section.        The    ssue    is   true  of  deer. 

The  antelope  range   in  the  northeastern  part  of  the  park,    and  nay 
be   seen  as  the  party  returns  fi    -  Tower  Palls  to  Maranoth  Hot  Springs. 

In  the  northeastern  section  of  tne  park  is  a  Buffalo  Kanch  occu- 
pied by  a  herd  of  nearly  seven  hundred.       This  ranch  is  not   included  in 
the   itinerary  of   the  -oarty,   but  many  fine    specimen  of  buffalo  bulls  nay  be 
seen  in  the  Buffalo  Corral,   near  K anno th  Hot  Springs,    ./here   they  are  kept 
during  the    sumer    for   the   convenience  of   tourists.       Adjacent   to   the  buffalo 
corral   io  an  elk  corral.

Flowers  at  present  in  bloom  in  Yellowstone  Park  include  many 
species   that  in  lo./er   altitudes  belong  to   the   earliest   spring   season, 
such  as  dogtooth  violet,   phlox,    iris,    canass,    several  kinds  of  orchids, 
wild  flax,  geraniun,   Juneberry,   wild  cherry,  wild  strawberry  and  wild 
rose.
